There ought to be in the treasury 


now about 5350,000, but no one except 
Taylor knows where the money is de- 
posited, and consequently it is impossi- 
ble to tell what the shortage is. 


About the first of this month Taylor 


was to take up S190,000 funding war- 
rants. If these* warrants were paid, 
the shortage will not be very large, 
but otherwise it will be very heavy. 


Taylor's relatives are wealthy and 


powerful, and his father, Wm. Taylor, 
is one of his bondsmen, the others be- 
ing ex-Gov. Mellette and Speaker Ho w- 


sT of Redfield. 
Walter W. Taylor was born in Indi- 


ana about 1858. and for a time was as- 
sociated with his father, Wm. Taylor, 
in the wholesale coal business in -that 
state. From the time he was eighteen 
years of age he had almost exclusive 
barge of the business and demon- 
strated a truly wonderful capacity for 
grasping the details of a large trade. 
Se came to Dakota in 1886 and estab- 
lished- the First National bank of Eed- 
ield. which he soon made one of the 
eading financial institutions of this 
section of the country.

There should have been $370,000 in the 
treasury.

Hold an Important Convention 


at Jaekson, Miss. 


Tlie Cotton Growers' Protective Asso- 


ciation Organized. 


Hector t). Lane, of Alabama, Elected Pres- 


ident; Kx-Gov. J. P. Eagle, of Arkansas, 


Tlce-Presldent; Robt. D. Eckbcrger, 
'of Alabama, Secretary-Treasurer. 


JACKSON, Miss., Jan. 10.—When the 


delegates to the Southern Cotton Grow- 
ers' convention moved toward the hall 
of representatives, in which they were 
to meet, Wednesday morning-, they 
trudged through four inches of snow. 
Over 150 delegates were on hand at 
10 a. m., at which hour the body was 
called to order by Gov. Stone, of 
Mississippi, 
who 
introduced Hon. 


H. D. Lane, 
of 
Alabama, com- 


missioner 
of agriculture, 
who in 


turn called 
upon Gov. Stone to 


make the opening address. Gov. Stone 
undertook to outline what should be 
the line of effort of the convention, 
and advocated the" establishment in 
every city, town and village in the 
cotton growing states of factories i'or 
the manufacture of raw cottori into 
the more valuable commodities before 
final export and sale, thus saving to 
the grower, merchant, laborer and 
capitalist in their own midst the differ- 
ence between the value of the raw cot- 
ton and the same cotton spun into 
yarns, at least, if not woven into fab- 
rics. 


Gov. 
Stone's suggestions were ap- 


proved,' as evidenced by the long ap- 
plause, 


There were manj' plans suggested in 


writing by delegates, but they were 
referred to the committee on resolu- 
tions, the most popular scheme being 
to decrease the acreage by the forma- 
tion of an organization whose mem- 
bers will 
pledge 
themselves 
to 


plant from 25 to 50 per cent, less than 
in 
1894. 


Mr. Lane, for the committee on per- 


manent organization, submitted a re- 
port; which was adopted, recommend- 
ing that the association be known as 
the Cotton Growers' Protective associa- 
tion, and providing for the election or 
appointment of officers and 'executive 
committee for the National and State 
associations; that for the present year 
the national officers appoint the state 
presidents, but all officers after 1895 
to be elected.

At the night session Hector D. Lane, 


of Alabama, was elected president of 
the -national association; ex-Gov. J. P. 
Eagle, of Arkansas, vice president, and 
Eobert D. Eckberger, of Alabama, sec- 
retary and treasurer. 


The following resolution wa,s adopted 


by a vote of 247 to 10: 


"Resolved, That it is the sense of 


this convention that dealing in futures, 
or future gambling, is injurious to the 
agricultural interests of the United 
States, and especially injurious to the 
cotton growers of the south. Members 
in congress are requested to pass the 
Hatch bill, or some kindred measure."

HUNTED DOWN. 


In Order to Bring Meat Importers to the 


Old Terms-He Thinks They Are Aim- 


ing to Drive Kverj- One Out of the 


Trade if They Can. 
_ 


Jan. 10.— The meeting Tues- 


day evening of the meat and ca'Me 
section of the London chamber of com- 
merce in Memorial hall has served to 
bring- out a storm of jealoute abuse in 
reg-ard to American meat and Amer- 
ican business methods. The Daily Tel- 
egraph's statements that the American 
beef king-s, "after half ruining- British 
husbandry, now coolly propose to take 
an additional million 
from British 


traders and consumers," is repeated on 
all sides. 


In an interview with Chairman Coop- 


er of the cattle section of the London 
chamber of commerce he is quoted as 
saying: "If it was merely a question of 
no abatement there is no doubt that 
the retailers could have accepted the 
situation. 
But it is viewed by many as 


marking- the beginning of a series of 
other encroachments on trade. The 
Americans 'go so far as to say that not 
only shall the salesmen be deprived of 
the pound and a quarter allowance in 
every quarter of meat hitherto allowed 
in order to compensate for the loss by 
shrinkage in transit and in cutting tip, 
but he must not take such an allow- 
ance to his customers. This is only the 
first step toward obtaining control of. 
the market when it suits their fancy to 
corner trade. The reason the Ameri- 
cans have obtained such a hold on the 
English market is that they have sent 
meat to it perfectly regardless of the 
price at which it was sold. 
This was 


merely to create a demand. 
But 


in doing so they have practically forced 
their meat upon the market, and what, 
is more, they have forced English meat 
clean out of it. 


"There are only two sources of meat 


supply available for the London mark- 
et, excluding of course the frozen stuff. 
One is America and the other is Scot- 
land. England itself is not in it at all. 
The American importers have their 
principal centers at Liverpool and 'at 
Deptford, near London, where their 
stock is landed and slaughtered. What 


• they are aiming at undoubtedly is to 
drive everyone out of the trade if they 
can possibly do so in order to create a 
monopoly. They regulate not only the 
wholesale but the retail prices in 
America. At one time they fairly cor- 
nered trade in New York. To over- 
come this the legislature was com- 
pelled to introduce a bill to the effect 
that all meat sold in New York must 
be killed in it." 


Keferring to the cost of meat, Mr. 


Cooper said: 
"The American has not 


to pay nearly so much for the carriage 
of meat as the Englishman. 
It costs 


less to bring a ton of beef from New 
York to London than it does to bring 
the 
same 
quantity 
from 
Aber- 


deen to London.

ducer is not placed

American capitalists, realizing this, are 
making every effort to control the 
English market.

craft delusion now exists, or in which 
it prevailed hi former times, we find 
folk lore stories connecting those mys- 
terious bogies with the plants of those 
particular regions. 
Even the great 


Shakespeare, says the St. Louis Repub- 
lic, causes his witches to discourse 
learnedly on: the diabolical properties 
of "hemlock digg'd i' dark" and, of 
) 'slips of yew silvered in the moon's 
eclipse." They are supposed to have 
had their favorite flowers as well as 
plants, and in England at the present 
time foxglove is spoken of as "witch 
bells" and 
harebells as "witches' 


thimbles." The common ragwort is 
well known as the "witches' horse," 
the tradition being that they mounted 
rank growths of that species of weed 
and "rode the skies," just as the dame 
with the painted hat rides the broom 
in the familiar picture. In Germany 
and throughout northern-Europe it is 
the belief that witches float from place 
to place on beds of hay, composed 
largely of witches' blossoms and "devil 
spikes," this last being a species of 
dwarfed slough grass. St, John's wort, 
which is now so popular for shoulder 
and button-hole bouquets on St. John's 
eve, was formerly worn for the express 
purpose of averting the crafts and sub- 
tleties of the witches, bogies, ghosts 
and spirits, which the European peas- 
antry believed walked abroad oil "that 
night of witching mysteries."

Gone to dwell in 
that land of endless felicity, where 
all tears shall be wiped away, where 
there shall be no mourning.;and no 
sorrow, where death is swallowed up in 
victory, and all is joy, peace and love 


Stay there, thou noble soul, until we 


shall all be called to join thee, then 
liese sundered ties, these earthly affec- 
,ions, shall be re-united; the glimmer- 
ng sparks of affection and love that 
ihone amid the darkness of this world 
and made life cheerful and desirable, 
but which were extinguished here by 
death, shall be rekindled and glow 
vith immortal fervor in the paradise 
of God.

Council, Talks to a Times Beporter 


Today. 


President Wesley Ridenonr, of the 
ity council, is an enthusiastic believer 
n'associated charities, and is devoting 
onsiderable attention to it just now. 
dr. Ridenour says that he is somewhat 
lisappointed over the manner in which 
he proposition to organize such a 
ociety was. received by the people of 
he city, but attributes it to the fact 
hat a similar organization was in 
xistence here several years ago and 
was shamefully imposed upon, thus 
Causing people to lose -faith in such 
organizations. 


"The appropriation of city money to 


purchase coal was not in accordance 
with my views," said Mr. Ridenour. 
'It tended to give people an idea that 
t was public money and everybody 
was entitled to all of it they could get. 
Such charity is not really charity. 
It 


has a tendency to create an organized 
army of paupers if continued." 


'I believe in forming a society, then 


getting the names of all the persons we 
can who will subscribe a dollar apiece 
ind in setting this sum aside for the 
needy'. When a man applies .for help, 
send him to the street commissioner 
and let him work a day or two on the 
streets, and let the street commissioner 
give him orders on the society for his 
iay, or else have a place provided 
where the man can break stones for

"That is the only kind of charity
